Early Morning Blessings 


Do you know the joy of gathering 
heavenly manna in the early morning? 
The “small round thing, as small as the 
hoar frost on the ground .. |, like cori- 
ander seed, white; and the taste of it 


was like wafers made with honey” 
(Exod. 16:14, 31), is a picture of the 
nourishment for the soul that every 
Christian ought to gather for himself 
every morning from the Word of God. 
The Word is like seed, producing fruit 
(1 Pet. 1:23; Matt. 13:23); and it is 
“sweeter also than honey and the honey- 
comb” (Psa. 19:10). The manna ap- 
peared “when the dew that lay was gone 
up .. . and they gathered it every 
morning every man according to his eat- 
ing” (Exod. 16:14, 21). Many are the 
examples in Scripture of those who rose 
early to meet God or to be about their 
business for Him; as, for instance, Abra- 
ham (Gen. 19:27), Moses (Exod, 24:4), 
Joshua (Josh, 3:1), Gideon (Judges 6: 
38), Job (Job 1:5), and the Lord Jesus 
Himself (Mark 1:35). Down through the 
ages some of the greatest saints have 
been early risers, and it is not a mere 
coincidence, for their habit of meeting 
God early in the morning largely ac- 
counts for their saintliness and power. 
And even today there is a kind of Fel- 
lowship of Early Risers, some of whom 
could be named and who are getting 
things done for God. The Devil con- 
spires with the flesh to rob Christians of 
the indescribable joy, the deep satisfac- 
tion, the lasting peace, the calm strength 
for the day’s task, and the heavenly in- 
difference to unkind criticism that come

from quiet, unhurried communion with 
God, through His Word and in prayer, 
before breakfast. The Devil says, “You 
need the extra rest,” and the flesh read- 
ily agrees; the Devil says, “Let it go 
until tonight,” and that sounds good to 
the flesh; the Devil says, “You can get as 
much in three minutes as in thirty,” and 
the flesh replies, “Why not?” But those 
who know will agree that quiet time 
spent with God in the early morning — 
before doorbells, telephones, washing 
machines, trains, busses, typewriters, 
buzzers, and machinery begin to ring and 
hum and clatter and roar—is worth 
twice or three times the same amount 
of sleep. Plans for early rising must be 
made the night or even the day before, 
but God will richly repay the soul who 
looks to Him for grace to get up and 
meet Him in the early morning. That 
is the best time —for most believers — 
to begin to realize the fulfillment of 
Paul’s prayer: “That the God of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of glory, 
may give unto you the spirit of wisdom 
and revelation in the knowledge of him: 
the eyes of your understanding being 
enlightened; that ye may know what is 
the hope of his calling, and what the 
riches of the glory of his inheritance in 
the saints, and what is the exceeding 
greatness of his power to us-ward who 
believe .. .” (Eph. 1:17-19).

Comfort for Dark Days 





“Behold, I stand at the door, and 
knock: if any man hear my voice, 
and open the door, I will come in 
to him, and will sup with him, and 
he with me” (Rev. 3:20). 
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as the captivity period, at the end of 
which time deliverance will come in 
answer to prayer (vs. 10-14). “Then,” 
that is, toward the end of the captivity 
period, “shall ye call upon me, and ye 
shall go and pray unto me, and I will 
hearken unto you” (v, 12). But God 
continues with, “And ye shall seek me, 
and find me, when ye shall search for 
me with all your heart” (v, 13). In 
Daniel 9 we are told that from this very 
chapter in Jeremiah the aged Daniel 
understood the length of the captivity 
period, and gave himself to earnest 
prayer for the promised deliverance of 
his people. 

Notice that finding God and obtaining 
His deliverance is conditioned in Jere- 
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miah’s prophecy on wholehearted seek- 
ing unto God. “Ye si.all seek me, and 
find me, when ye shall search for me 
with all your heart.” Now this is always 
true of prayer. Bunyan well said that 
in prayer it is better to have heart with- 
out words than words without heart. 
Half-hearted, formal praying will never 
reach the ear of God. He requires thor- 
oughgoing reality in prayer. He must 
be sought with all the heart, and that 
is a costly sort of prayer; but it is also 
very rewarding. Let us think first of 
the requirements and then of the recom- 
pense of this wholehearted prayer. 

Though prayer is very simple, it is 
very exacting, too. “Ask, and ye shall 
receive,” said Christ. What could be 
simpler? Yet, as Bishop Moule said: 
“Prayer is meant to be an infinitely im- 
portant transaction between God and 
man, and has to be viewed as a work, in- 
volving labour, persistence, conflict, if 
it would be prayer indeed.” Do you 
think of prayer as work? Or do you 
hurry through a short prayer in the 
morning, feeling all the time you must 
get it over and be at your work? Prayer 
is an important part of your work if you 
are a Christian; and like any other work 
it demands time, time for unhurried 
waiting upon God. It takes time to pre- 
pare our mind and heart for earnest, 
meaningful prayer. 

Wilberforce, the British statesman and 
reformer, knew the need of time for 
prayer. Active in public life, as he was, 
he nevertheless knew God, and knew 
Him through hours given to prayer. 
Writing one day to his son, this Chris- 
tian statesman said: “Let me urge you 
not to neglect, curtail, or hurry over 
your morning prayers. Of all things 
guard against neglecting God in the 


closet. There is nothing more fatal to 
the life and power of religion. More 
solitude and earlier hours three 


times a day at least. . How much 
better I might serve God if I cultivated 
a closer communion with Him.” Yes, 
real prayer demands time, more time 
than many of us are ready to give. 

It also demands repentance, for the 
Psalmist says, “If I regard iniquity in 
my heart, the Lord will not hear me” 
(Psa, 66:18). If I permit sin to lodge 
in my heart, if I side with it, fail to 
resist it, to judge it, and to forsake it, 
prayer is of no avail. Repentance in- 
volves turning from sin, but most of us 
have our cherished “little” sins we are 
unwilling to abandon. But refusal to 
face and to deal with wrong in the life 
is a cause of weakness in prayer. We 
must put the house of our life in order 
if we would become effective inter- 
cessors. 

Then, too, real prayer requires of us 
surrender, surrender to the will of God. 
It exacted that of our Lord. He had 
to plead, “Not my will, but thine, be 
done.” We, too, must accept God’s will 


if we would prevail in prayer. We ham- 
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per our prayers if we question God’s 
right to order our lives after His will. 
And Satan would ever incite us against 
accepting God’s will. This surrender to 
the divine will is a great trial sometimes, 
A minister has testified that the hardest 
thing he ever did was to say, as his only 
boy lay at the door of death, “All right, 
Father, take him.” Surrender in such 
circumstances is hard; but in such an 
hour, says Dr. Whyte, “to say, Thy will 
be done, and say it unembittered, with- 
out gloom, envy, or ill-will that 
is well pleasing to God. To accept God’s 
painful dispensations and go on lonely 
and desolate, yet full of love to God 
and man is to win the admiration of 
Heaven and to command the ear of God.” 
But it is an exacting thing. 

So, too, is the discipline wholehearted 


prayer requires. “The greatness of 
prayer,” wrote E, M. Bounds, “involving 
as it does the whcle man in the in- 
tensest form, is not realized without 


spiritual discipline. This makes it hard 
work, and before this exacting and con- 
suming effort our spiritual sloth or 
feebleness stands abashed.” Paul likens 
the effective Christian to a racer and to 
a wrestler, one who denies himself the 
soft, easy, self-indulgent life for one of 
disciplined self-denial. And the more 
earnest we are in prayer the less place 
shall we give to soft, easy, self-indulgent 
habits. 


Yes, prayer demands time, it demands 
repentance, surrender, and discipline. 
But for all of its costliness, and because 
of its costliness, wholehearted prayer is 


abundantly rewarding. The Psalmist 
said, “Blessed are they that . seek 
him with the whole heart.” Wherein 


does their blessedness consist? 


Well, for one thing, the recompense 
of wholehearted prayer is_ serenity. 
Quiet, sustained communion with God 
gives a constant sense of His presence. 
He becomes the supreme reality to us, 
and we learn to put God between our- 
selves and all that would dismay or 
frighten us. “Everything is different,” 
says Hallesby, “when the Lord is by 
our side.” 

A little while with Jesus, 

Oh how it soothes the soul! 
And gathers all the threads of life 
Into a perfect whole. 
“Work is easier. Difficulties cannot 
alarm us, nor human perversity disturb 
us when prayer is the Christian’s vital 
breath.” 

By prayer, too, we enter into service- 
ableness, since prayer makes our lives 
a channel of blessing. It did that fer 
Wesley, for John Knox, for Baxter of 
Kidderminster. Two godly women 
prayed for Moody to enter into a greater 
experience of the power of the Holy 
Spirit, and his ministry took on a power 
and strength that continues to bless men 
to this hour. What a service those 
humble women rendered Moody and all

How Many Kinds of 
Truth Are There? 


Is there more than one kind of truth? 
(See Eph, 4:21.) Many writers have 
put in that little word “it,” but that is 
not in the verse I have. quoted. Please 
define this in the Trmes.—A humble 
student of the Word. 

Yes, there is more than one kind of 
truth. But let not Times readers be 
alarmed, but rather consider the matter 
for a few moments, 

There are different realms of truth, as 
those which relate to the physical and 
natural world, relating to the 
mind, and still others having to do with 
the Spirit. There are, for example, 
whole fields of truth, such as astronomy, 
oceanography, geography, geology, orni- 
thology, medicine, history, mathematics, 
and many other branches of knowledge 
On many of these the Bible has little to 
say. It is truth that 2 and 2 make 4, that 
ether and chloroform will put a man to 
sleep, that the ocean in certain places 
off’ the Philippines is more than six 
miles deep; but you will not find these 
facts in the Bible. God has allowed man 
to discover more truths in various fields 
of knowledge than any one man can 
know or remember. But these truths all 
partake of one quality, for they are sim- 
ply declarations or conclusions setting 
forth that which is true. It is axiomatic 
that truth includes whatever is true. 

But in the spiritual realm there is only 
one kind of truth. God has revealed to 
us in the Bible so much of it as is good 
for us, and it is all summed up in Christ. 
When Pilate asked Him, “What is 
truth?” (John 18:38), he had the Truth 
before him. Christ had said, “I am the 
way, ‘the truth, and the life: no man 
cometh unto the Father, but by me” 
(John 14:6). Ephesians 4:20, 21 read 
as. fcllows. “But ye have not so 
learned Christ: if so be that ye have 
heard him, and have been taught by him, 
as the truth is in Jesus.” As the cor- 
respondent has said, the word “it” should 
not be interpolated. John Wesley ren- 
ders these verses thus: “But ye have 
not so learned Christ; seeing ye have 
heard him and been taught by him, (as 
the truth is in Jesus).” There is no 
other way of salvation than Christ Him- 
self. “Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other name un- 
der heaven given among men, whereby 
we must be saved” (Acts 4:12). There 
is no other source of truth concerning 
the spiritual world, both here and here- 
after, than the Scriptures, which are 
the Word of God. God’s world and God’s 
Word both testify of His power and 
glory, and it is only by God’s Word that 
we can properly interpret His world

I: MAY be thought superfluous to 


and frequently at “fraternals” 
been urged to take this topic. 

At college we study Hebrew and 
Greek, theology and philosophy, ethics 
and logic, criticism and Hermeneutics, 
history and homiletics, but in no college 
in Great Britain, at any rate, is there 
a chair of the English Bible. This is a 
grievous omission, and the consequences 
of it are only too evident in present- 
day preaching. It is desirable and 
necessary that a minister have some ac- 
quaintance with the above-named sub- 
jects, but this can be no compensation 
for the want of a thorough knowledge 
of the English Bible. The above sub- 
jects are largely for the discipline of 
our minds, but the latter is the sum and 
substance of our message. 

A young minister came to me and said 
he wished to take my Bible Correspond- 
ence Course. Asked why, he replied, 
“Because I’m run off my _ bobbin.” 
“Where did you train, and who were 
your professors?” He told me where 
and under whom he had taken a four 
years’ theological course. I asked, “How 
long have you been in the settled min- 
istry?” and his answer left me gasping, 
“Two years.” Here was a man who, after 
a four years’ course, was bankrupt at 
the end cf two years! What was wrong? 
Various answers might be given, but this, 
at any rate, was true, that he had never 
studied the Bible. For the same reason 
some young ministers have gone back to 
business. I nearly did so after two 
years in the pastorate. 

This wrong should be put right, and 
it can be; but no one can put it right 
for another: each of us must do it for 
himself: and there is no short cut to the 
goal: we'll have to foot every yard of 
the way. 

Let me broad 
lines of principle how the great task of 
Bible study should be pursued. And 
first of all:

1. THe BrsteE SHOULD BE Stuprep DIRECTLY 

Be it said with the utmost emphasis 
that Bible study is the study of the Bible. 
Not study about it, or study round it, 
but’study in it, and through it. and over 
and over again. There will be no need 
for ministers to take “refresher” courses 
if they are refreshing themselves every 
day at the Fountain. 

Nothing can be a substitute for the 
reading of the text of the Scriptures. 
One may know a great deal about the 
Bible without knowing it. Have a Bible 
that you keep for reading purposes. Let 
it be in good type, in the A.V., or the 


This is the fourth article in Dr.

R.V., and preferably in both (there is 
an Interlinear Bible), and let it be en- 
tirely free from anybody’s notes. Keep 
your mind open towards the open Scrip- 
tures. Don’t “let out” your thinking as 
housewives “let out” their washing, but 
do it at home. There is a grievous, and 
I would say sinful ignorance of what 
the Bible says from Genesis to Revela- 
tion. A Sunday school teacher asked 
me, quite seriously, “Where in the Bible 
do we read about the Jews?” To a 
devout Christian, whom I had kept wait- 
ing, I said, “They also serve who only 
stand and wait,” ! and she replied, “Are 
you sure that you are quoting Scripture 
correctly?” 

If you would know Shakespeare, you 
must read Shakespeare, and if you would 
know the Bible, you must read it; and 
by you, I mean you ministers, to whom 
I am writing. No church will be Bible- 
loving that has not got a Bible-loving 
minister. 

2. THE BIBLE SHOULD BE 
SruDIED INDEPENDENTLY 

That is, it must be studied with our 
own eves, and not through 
The work that others have done on the 
Bible should never be allowed to take 
the place of one’s own work upon it. 
Today we have a multiplicity of Bible 
helps, and commentaries, and diction- 
aries, and for the most part these are 
very useful; but they will prove to be 
snares, and worse, if they keep us from 
Bible study. God has legs, 
and does not intend that we shall walk 
on stilts. 

This does not mean that we should 
not use good available material, but it 
does mean that we should do our own 
work first. 

A certain minister’s 
largely a chain of commentary opinions 
on the text, and it was the interest of 
a well-read old man who sat on the 
pulpit stairs to trace, not inaudibly, the 
sources referred to. He would say: 
“That is Calvin,” “That is Spurgeon,” 
“That is Bushnell,” and so on. On one

3. THe Brace SHOULD Bre 

StupIED COMPREHENSIVELY 


Everyone who loves the Bible studies 
some parts of it well. It may be favorite 
verses, or chapters, or even books, such 
as Genesis, the Psalms, Isaiah, John’s 
Gospel, Acts, Romans, Ephesians, the 
Revelation; but beyond this, many do not 
go. Many devout people are largely 
ignorant of Leviticus, Numbers, Judges, 
Chronicles, Job, Ecclesiastes, the Minor 
Prophets, and the Pastoral Epistles; yet 
these, equally with the other books 
named, are parts of Holy Scripture, and 
should be read and known. 

If we believe that the Bible is a di- 
vine, progressive revelation, we should 
realize that to know the whole we must 
study the parts. Not only should the 
books of the Bible be read as wholes, 
but all of them should be so read. Special- 
ization has its dangers, even in such a 
field. It was “builders,” not farmers, or 
fishermen, who ‘rejected “the head stone 
of the corner”; and we ministers may fail 
at our own job. 

I was invited for a month to a certain 
well-known church in your country, and 
was told that if I came I would be ex- 
pected to preach prophecy all the time! 
I went, but never mentioned prophecy, 
though I believe in it. What that church 
needed was something else, for it was 
badly lopsided. Michelangelo, on ex- 
amining the work of one of his students. 
took his pencil and wrote on it the word 
amplius (“wider”). That needs to be 
the aim of all our Bible study. We 
should go to and fro in the length and 
in the breadth of this great inheritance 
of ours. We must beware lest our spec- 
tacled eyes go squint on iotas. 

4. THE BrsLtE SHOULD BE 
STUDIED DILIGENTLY 


There is no book that it will pay less 
to handle in a haphazard and irregular 
way than the Bible. It is a serious Book, 
and demands serious treatment. It is 
an extensive Book, and requires per- 
sistent study. Yet many there are who 
use it as though it were but a Book of 
table talk. To such there never will 
come any due sense of the magnificence 
and majesty of its themes, because here, 
as everywhere, the reward is only for 
the plodder, 

There is a striking passage in 1 Peter 
1, verses 10-12. Here we are told that 
the prophets “inquired and _ searched 
diligently” concerning salvation, “search- 
ing” that they might know the mean- 
ing of their own prophecies. One of 
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these words occurs only here in the 
Bible, but the meaning of both of them 
is quite plain. The Scriptures are to 
be searched, as dogs, with their noses 
to the ground, track their game, and as 
wild animals range plain and forest to 
find the footsteps of a stray cub. This 
is the way in which God is to be sought 
(Rom, 3:11; Heb. 11:6). It is the way 
in which Esau sought for the blessing 
with which he had so lightly parted 
(Heb. 12:17). 

As God’s treasures of science are hid- 
den, that men may search them out, 
and as they are discovered by those 
who diligently seek; so the precious 
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things of divine revelation challenge our 
interest and earnestness, and are dis- 
closed only to the diligent seeker. Fol- 
lowing the above reference in 1 Peter 1, 
it is not surprising to read that what the 
prophets sought was “revealed” to them 
(v. 12). We must be determined and 
persistent in our study of the Scriptures 
if we would enjoy the reward. 

It will be a hopeful sign for the Chris- 
tian and the church when there is ex- 
hibited the same persistence in Bible 
study that is shown by channel swim- 
mers, mountain climbers, Arctic ex- 
plorers, and speed record-breakers.

Amy Carmichael Finishes Her Course 


She fought a good fight, kept the faith, and was 
made a blessing to thousands throughout the world 


F AMY CARMICHAEL could speak 
now to us who are still “strangers 

and pilgrims,” she would surely say that 
the laborings and sufferings she knew in 
India were as nothing compared to the 
“far more exceeding and eternal weight 
of glory” which she now sees. And 
surely she would urge us, as she did 
so often in her earthly life, to keep on 
running “with patience the race that is 
set before us, looking unto Jesus the 
author and finisher of our faith.” 

From the office of the Dohnavur Fel- 
lowship in England came the word of 
the death of Miss Carmichael on Janu- 
ary 18, in her 84th year, at Dohnavur, 
Tirunelveli District, South India. She 
was the founder, and for over fifty years, 
the head of the evangelical faith mission 
known as the Dohnavur Fellowship. To 
her mission family, now numbering over 
nine hundred, she was affectionately 
known as “Amma,” the Indian word for 
Mother. As the author of many devo- 
tional books, and of stories of the work 
of the Fellowship, Miss Carmichael ex- 
erted a profound influence on Christian 
life and thought throughout the world. 


Miss Mabel Beath, a member of the 
Fellowship, told of the Home call of Miss 
Carmichael in these words: 


Have you heard that our Beloved 
Amma has gone rejoicing into His 
Presence? He came to receive her 
unto Himself on the 18th (January). 
. . . For some days she was lying in 
peaceful sleep; then came a deeper un- 
consciousness. During these days, 
many of her “older children” — men 
and women—came into the room, 
staying quietly — reading or praying. 
Then the younger children, down to 
the age of 11 years, came in and saw 
her there while the spirit remained, 
and thus will remember her. 

_., On the 18th at 7.15 a.m. “she rose 
up and went quickly to Him— Him 
whom her soul loved. 


Miss Beath goes on then to describe 
the quiet orderliness and restraint which 
characterized the occasion—a marked 
contrast to the disorder and loud lamen- 


tations, the usual accompaniments of 
death among the natives of India. 

The country around loved her so. 
The elders of the Dohnavur Church 
asked if she could be brought there for a 
short service, before she was taken to 
the House of Prayer (the chapel of 
the Fellowship). The Pastor was away 
at a conference some 70 miles to the 
north, so these dear fellows arranged 


it all. 
Her own sons (in the faith) formed 
her bodyguard... . Bishop Schwyn and 


the pastor arrived just before the serv- 
ice began. The elders led it, and it 
was beautiful. 
When her spirit passed, the bells 
sounded the “joy peals,” followed | y 
“One thing have I desired, my God, 
of Thee,” and all knew it was the 
signal, [See poem at end cf article.] 
Then as they moved to the House of 
Prayer, the bells rang out the triumph 
song, “The strife is o’er, the battle 
won.” All was peace, victory, and joy. 
From one of Miss Carmichael’s books, 
“Mimosa, Who Was Charmed” (7th Edi- 
tion, 1949), comes the following brief 
story of the Dohnavur Fellowshp: 

“The work known by this name began 
in 1901. There exists in connection with 
the temples of India a system like that 
which obtained in such places as the 
great temple of Corinth with its Thou- 
sand Servants. Young children trained 
for temple service have no chance to 
grow up good. They are the most de- 
fenceless of God’s innocent creatures. 
We gave ourselves to save them, and as 
we lived in a village called Dohnavur 
the work became known by that name. 

“The story of the Fellowship is told 
in Gold Cord. It has now been made 
illegal to dedicate a young child to a god. 
But as all who know the East know, 
there are ways by which a law can be 
evaded. Apart from that, there are very 
many children in danger of being 
brought up for wrong purposes. So the 
need for the work continues whatever 
the law may be. 


“In 1918 we began to take boys too, 
for they also are used in the temples, 
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and still more often in the evil dramatic 
societies and cinemas of Southern India, 

“The work is difficult and asks for al] 
that we have to give. There are griefs. 
but there are far more joys. The greater 
number of the first generation of chil- 
dren are spending their lives in the serv- 
ice of their Saviour, and for the bless- 
ing of their country. 

“From the first we thought of the chil- 
dren as our own. We did not make a 
Home for them, when they came to us 
they were at home. And so from the 
beginning we were a family, never an 
institution: and we all, Indian and Euro- 
pean, men and women, live and work 
together on the lines of an Indian fam- 
ily, each contributing what each has to 
offer for the help of all. We have no 
salaried workers, Indian or foreign: 
make no appeal for funds; and author- 
ize none to be made for us. We have 
never lacked; as the needs grew supplies 
came; and as we advance we find that 
our Unseen Leader is moving on before 
us... . We have village work and medi- 
cal work. 

“We have no workers who are only 
preachers. ‘We have heard the preach- 
ing, Can you show us the life of your 
Lord Jesus?’ said a Hindu to one of us. 
Our Master who not only preached and 
taught, but went about doing good, and 
His servant, St. Paul, who not only 
taught publicly and from hcuse to house, 
but laboured, working with his own 
hands, gave us the pattern that we as 
a Fellowship were intended to follow. 
So the evangelist shares in the practical 
work of life — doctoring, nursing, teach- 
ing, building, engineering, farming, and 
So on. 

“We come from various parts of the 
household of God; but we never find 
this to be any hindrance to harmony. 
for we meet at the centre, above and 
below difference. And to be one in love 
to our Lord and in faith in the Book, 
the sum of whose words is truth, makes 
for vital unitv.” 

More than twenty years ago Delavan 
L. Pierscn, then the editor of the Mis- 
sionary Review of the Worid, visited the 
Dohnavur Fellowship in India and wrote 
his impressions of it for SuNpDAY ScHool 
TrmM_Es readers (Sept. 27, 1930). Nearly 
three years ago Miss Carmichael herself 
—at the request of the Editor, for it 
was far from her thought to ask for “pub- 
licityv” — wrote a brief article for the 
TrmMeEs in which she asked for prayer 
for the work. She concluded with these 
words: “We ask not for easy, casual 
preyer, the easy and the casual will do 
nothing in India now. We ask for the 
praver that prevails.” 

Miss Carmichael was one of the mest 
gifted and powerful writers of devotioral 
books in this century, and her writings 
have brought comfort and renewed 
strength to untold numbers of Christian 
workers throughout the world. She was 
an invalid for many years and because 
of her own experience of physical suf- 
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fering and spiritual conflict she knew 
how to bring comfort to others. The 
following is a fairly complete list of 
her books:

Five principles that brought blessing to an outdoor, missionary Sunday school 


AIN! Rain! Rain! Oh, when would 
R it ever stop? Here it was our sec- 
ond day on the raft floating down the 
Yellow River, past noon already, and 
yet no sight of the city. The raftsmen 
had told us that assuredly we would get 
to our destination in one day. We had 
brought along only enough food for that 
period, and as a result the children, not 
to mention ourselves, were hungry, cold, 
and wet. As we finally neared Distant 
Tranquillity, we were informed that we 
would have to walk over some mud flats 
to get to the city. So we took off our 
shoes and stockings to prepare ourselves 
for the crossing of that muddy expanse. 
Slipping and sliding and almost falling, 
we made our way across the flats and 
through the city, looking indeed like 
pioneer missionaries! Finally we stum- 
bled through the door of the Gospel 
Hall. tired, but happy to have reached 
our destination. 

On that eventful day, when we were 
trudging through the muddy streets, we 
had seen scores and scores of children, 
their faces filled with curiosity as they 
looked at us. Then and there the idea 
of establishing a Sunday school for them 
was born in our minds. Although neither 
of us was a specialist along this line, 
and our experience was limited, yet 
here was an opportunity to be grasped. 

A start was made, even in spite of 
those who did not think Sunday school 
work was important, and who hindered 
it in various ways. Later on, however, 
two students from the Spiritual Training 
Seminary, in Lanchow, came to help in 
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the work during their summer vacation. 
They were a great help, and we worked 
together in the closest of co-operation 
to establish a real Sunday school in Dis- 
tant Tranquillity. 

From this fresh start the meetings got 
new life and vitality, and the attend- 
ance began to mount up even after the 
students left. Our little church was too 
small to hold all the children who 
wanted to come. Thus it was necessary 
to hold the meetings outside, whether 
under the broiling hot sun, when it was 
necessary to suspend the sides of a tent 
from one roof to the other for protec- 
tion, or on days when it was far below 
freezing. In spite of rain or snow, 
threatening schoolteachers, or angry and 
perplexed mothers, unable to realize 
why their children felt the meetings 
were of more importance than their 
meals of birdseed mush—still they 
would come and sit on the bamboo mats 
spread on the ground to hear more about 
Jesus and His love. There they were, 
hundreds of them—our attendance is 
about five hundred now — packed like 
sardines, singing for all they were worth 
at a breath-taking speed, while one of 
the missionaries pedaled the organ like 
a six-day bicycle racer, and the other 
beat time at supersonic speed. Then, 
when the lively sing-song came to a 
close, those vivacious boys and girls all 
got ready for the message depicted on 
the flannelgraph board. Little Tiger, 
Big Head, Black Baby, and all the rest 
of the young guardians warned little 
brother and sister that they must be 
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quiet now or else they would receive an 
admonishing tap on the head. A word 
to the wise was sufficient. Everyone 
was all ears and eyes as the story un- 
folded, showing God’s plan of salvation 
for each one of them, 

We have been asked many times how, 
and by what means, we can corral so 
many children and students. That ques- 
tion is rather hard to answer, but there 
are a number of principles that we hold 
to as the reasons why God has seen fit 
to bless this work. There may be others 
but the main ones are prayer, love, dis- 
cipline, good, hearty singing, and well 
and prayerfully prepared messages 
Each of these is necessary, and not one, 
even discipline in a land where it is 
now discounted and discountenanced, 
can be left out without harmful results. 
The following story, I am sure, will 
illustrate this thought. 

One day an irate mother came and 
spoke very angrily to us. It was indeed 
plain that she considered it something 
unthought of that we should dare to 
discipline her two precious ones. To her 
amazement, however, she was told that 
if her two little precious ones could not 
or would not obey, then they were not 
wanted. We explained to her that we 
had too many children who wanted to 
hear the Gospel to spend time on those 
who would not listen. She had not 
expected that answer, to be sure! So 
she then informed us that her two chil- 
dren would not honor us with their 
presence any more, or words to that 
effect. We thought differently, having 
had similar experiences before! 

The first week, those two sat on their 
doorstep and watched, with envious eyes, 
the other children swarm through the 
Gospel Hall gate to attend the meeting. 
The second week came, and they again 
sat in the same place, but murmuring 
threats of rebellion and disobedience 
against their “Ma.” The third week, 
however, mutiny broke out—and they 
came to the meeting! That happened 
over a year ago, and not once since have 
we had to correct or reprimand either 
of those two. So discipline won the day. 

Looking back over these two and a 
half years, we have seen God use vari- 
ous ways and means of leading the young 
of Distant Tranquillity to Himself. He 
has done this through preaching, through 
witnessing, and even through calamity. 
It was just a few weeks ago that a teen- 
age boy, a regular attendant at our meet- 
ings, went down to the Yellow River, 
accompanied by a few other of his class- 
mates, to draw some water. They were 
soon standing on the bank, dipping their 
buckets into that muddy water, when 
all of a sudden the bank caved in and 
threw the boy into the swirling waters 
and down he went into a deep hole. By 
the time his body was recovered, all 
hope was gone. 

From this unfortunate tragedy came 
an awakening to many of the boys of 
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that school. They began to think seri- 
ously of life’s realities. They were won- 
dering just what took place after death. 
Then they remembered what they had 
constantly heard at their meeting in the 
Gospel Hall. They recalled hearing that 
there was a life after death, but were 
they ready and prepared? That was a 
question that they must answer. 

A few days later, while we were eat- 
ing supper, the door opened, and in 
walked Samuel with four other students. 
He immediately said, “We have come 
because we want to be saved, and at the 
school there are others, too.” Supper 
was quickly finished, and then we sat 
down together. The way of salvation 
was once again explained to them. After 
this we had prayer together, and each 
boy prayed, asking the Lord to forgive 
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him of his’ sins, and to save him. When 
we arose, each one said that he believed 
in his heart that the Lord had saved him, 
Then they received a Gospel portion, 
and went home rejoicing in their new- 
found joy. 

But the story does not end there. 
These boys are coming twice a week to 
study more about God’s Word so that 
they can intelligently tell the other fel- 
lows about the Lord Jesus, too. And so 
we might go on and on, relating vari- 
ous incidents how the Lord is convicting 
one here, and one there — and all genu- 
ine. There is no mass movement, to be 
sure, but one little jewel then, and one 
little jewel now, to be placed in the 
crown of our Saviour, the King of kings 
and Lord of lords.

How We Stimulated Growth in Our Sunday School 


Working first with the teachers and then with 
pupils to increase attendance and interest 


BOUT six years ago a young Bible 
school graduate returned to work 
in this, her home church. Being bur- 
dened for the children of the town, she 
began the important work of building 
up the Sunday school. Not with the 
children did she begin, but with the 
teachers, Herein lies the secret of Sun- 
day school enduring growth. Campaigns, 
contests, and awards for the pupils will 
be of little avail if the interest, knowl- 
edge, and spirituality of the teachers is 
lacking. The primary need in most 
Sunday schools is more Bible study, 
prayer, and burden for souls on the part 
of the teachers. Perhaps the faithful, 
long-term teachers have grown slightly 
indifferent, and the new teachers do not 
realize the responsibility and importance 
of their jobs. The first step in the 
growth of the Sunday school is prayer 
and Bible study for the teachers, 
Instead of the traditional contest be- 
teen classes or departments, our Sun- 
day school featured a contest among the 
teachers. Here are a few of the points 
for which the teachers received credit: 
Attendance at all church meetings, at- 
tendance at Sunday school at least five 
minutes early, attendance at Sunday 
school prayer meeting (which was held 
fifteen minutes before Sunday school), 
greeting every pupil in the class by 
name, visitation of every home repre- 
sented in the class, at least ten min- 
utes of Sunday school preparation 
every day during the week, and read- 
ing current literature concerning the 
Sunday school. In this contest we com- 
peted with a church near by, and one 
down South. With the church close at 
hand the contest was culminated by a 
picnic given by the losing team, 
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Without a doubt one of the moct im- 
portant factors in Sunday school growth 
is home visitation. This point can never 
be overstressed. At least once a year 
there should be a special every-member 
visitation campaign. Poor indeed is the 
teacher who cannot or will not call on 
every home in her Sunday school class 
at least once during the year. Besides 
the home visitation by the teachers, our 
superintendent usually calls on every 
family represented in the Sunday school. 
In a city, this would be difficult, but in 
the average town this will not require 
too much effort or time, since several 
pupils may come from one family, 

We have been fortunate in being near 
a city where we may secure expert help 
and advice from well-trained people. We 
were able to have weekly teacher train- 
ing classes one year through one of 
these specialized workers. After Bible 
study and prayer, our teachers need 
some special training in story telling, ef- 
fective use of every moment of the 
Sunday school hour, and many other 
details that accompany the teaching pro- 
fession. Few Sunday schools are able 
to have a completely trained teaching 
staff, but the volunteer workers who 
comprise the staff of most of our Sun- 
day schools should endeavor to obtain 
as much training as possible in order 
to work effectively with the children, 

Turning from teacher to pupil, the 
factor we noticed as aiding our growth 
most was the stress of missions. For 
one year missions was the dominant fea- 
ture of our Sunday school. Not only 
did we have a marked increase of at- 
tendance, but our Sunday school giving, 
both to missions and to the regular Sun- 
day school has increased tremendously. 
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The giving of Bibles has been a help- 
ful ircentive from year to year. Every 
member promoted from the Primary to 
Junior department with a good attend- 
ance record receives the gift of a Bible, 
We have also placed Bibles in every 
home which had none, 

A part of our Sunday school program 
is a Junior Church, which is conducted 
every Sunday, the Sunday school teach- 
ers taking turns in having charge of 
that program. We believe it has been 
of some help in Sunday school attend- 
ance, especially among the adults, 

Of course we recognize perfect at- 
tendance every year, and make use of 
the usual aids to attendance, such as 
stars and other small awards. 

One outstanding evidence of the suc- 
cess of these methods is the recent initia- 
tion of a financial campaign for the 
purpose of providing new Sunday school 
rooms. Our Sunday school has grown 
to a degree that makes new rooms an 
absolute necessity. With the Lord’s help, 
we aim to provide adequate facilities, 
not only for cur present number, but 
for twice as many. However, we do not 
favor a sudden attempt to double our 
number, but we believe that our goal 
will be achieved in time, and will be 
much more lasting and rewarding.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D, 
Approach to the Lesson 


UR Lord's public ministry ended on 
the Tuesday of Passion Week. 
After that, until the time of His 


arrest, He was in the company of His 
friends and apostles. Yet there was a 
fly in the ointment of those precious days. 
Judas was in the company, and his utter 
alienation of spirit from Jesus manifested 
itself in his bitter criticism of Mary 
when she lavished her costly gift upon 
the feet of Jesus (John 12:4-6) —a criti- 
cism in which he managed to get others 
to join him. Stung by the rebuke of the 
Lord, he went to the chief priests with 
his treacherous proposal, which must 
have been in his heart for some time. 
To carry out his dastardly plan, he must 
join the little company again. His pres- 
ence in the upper room was a burden 
to Jesus, and hindered the intimate fel- 
lowship of the hour till the Lord sum- 
marily dismissed him. It is generally 
believed that he was gone before the 
institution of the Lord’s Supper, and we 
like to think that that sacred Com- 
munion was free from the blight of the 
traitor’s presence. 

It is commonly held that Jesus actually 
ate the Passover with His disciples on 
that Thursday evening (the beginning 
of Friday in the Hebrew reckoning), 
but there are some suggestions in John’s 
account that the Passover was not due 
to be eaten till the evening of the day 
on which our Lord was crucified (see 
John 18:28). At any rate, it was the 
Passover season, and Jesus took up the 
simplest elements of the older feast as 
the meaningful memorials of His own 
sacrifice for the new age. It is signifi- 
cant that the lamb was omitted from 
the Christian feast. That could too easily 
be turned into a sacrifice for sin. He 
is “the lamb slain from the foundation 
of the world” (Rev. 13:8), and once He 
is offered, there can be no more. Even

Lessons based on International Sunday School Lessons; the Inter- 
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the simple elements of bread and wine 
have been turned into an “oblation” and 
a Sacrifice for sin by the Roman Church, 

Both incidents in our printed portion 
— the institution of the Supper, and the 
agony in Gethsemane — are fraught with 
holy mystery. Here we “tread softly 
and speak low.” Our approach must be 
with deep humility, and with profound 
gratitude for the love wherewith He has 
loved us. 

Verse by Verse 

Mark 14:22.—“As they did eat, Jesus 
took bread, and blessed, and brake it 

. and said . ,. . This is my body.” At 
what point in the Supper we are not 
told. According to old custom, nothing 
was eaten after the lamb. There has 
been no lamb in the Jewish Passover 
since the destruction of the Temple in 
A.D. 70. The bread would be an un- 
leavened loaf, since this was the time 
of unleavened bread. Luke says He 
“gave thanks” (chap. 22:19), from which 
phrase the ordinance has been called 
the Eucharist. It has also been called 
the Breaking of Bread from the next 
action of our Lord. See how He related 
the broken bread to the sacrifice of Him- 
self at Calvary. 

His body, broken in our stead, 
Is seen in this memorial bread. 
Verse 23.—“‘And he took the cup, and 
gave it to them.” It would seem 
that the Lord did not partake. He drank 
the real cup of anguish, and aforetime 
gave them the “cup of blessing” (1 Cor. 
10: 16). 
Death and the curse were in our cup; 
O Christ, ‘twas full for Thee! 
But Thou hast drained the last dark drop; 
"Tis empty now for me: 
That bitter cup — love drank it up; 
Now blessing’s draught for me! 

Verse 24.—‘This is my blood of the 
new testament [“covenant,” R.V.], which 
is shed for many.” The Old Covenant 
was established with blood, but not such 
blood as could take away sin. It only 
pointed to the new, the real. “His pow- 
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erful blood did once atone, and now it 
pleads before the throne.” See Hebrews 
9: 18-28. 

Verse 25.—“I will drink no more of the 
fruit of the vine, until . . . the kingdom 
of God.” “The Son of man came eating 
and drinking” (Matt, 11:19), but His 
“fast” is now begun. Here is the note 
of anticipation in the Communion serv- 
ice: it is “till he come” (1 Cor. 11:26) 
in His Kingdom. 

Verse 26—“When they had sung an 
hymn.” Believed to be the second part 
of the Great Hallel, consisting of Psalms 
115 to 118. How full is Psalm 118 of 
our Lord's own suffering and triumph! 
(See vs. 13, 14, 19-23, 26, 27.) He went 
to the cross with a song of trust. 

Verses 27-31.—In this interval-we must 
place not only the warning to Peter, 
but the wonderful discourse of John 14 
to 16, and the prayer of John 17. Right 
to the end Jesus thought of His follow- 
ers, and instructed them and prayed for 
them. 

Verse 32.—“Sit ye here, while I shall 
pray.” The disciples were not yet able 
to enter into “the fellowship of his suf- 
ferings” (Phil. 3:10). Are we? 

Verse 33.—“And he taketh with him 
Peter and James and John.” Again the 
favored three. There is an inner circle, 
to whom Jesus reveals Himself more in- 
timately. Have we entered into the se- 
cret of His power (chap. 5:37, 41), and 
glory (chap. 9:2), and sorrow (chap 
14: 33)? 

Verse 34.—“Tarry ye here, and watch.” 
This longing for human comradeship in 
His hour of anguish is remarkable. When 
they failed, Heaven sent a minister of 
comfort (Luke 22:43). 

Verse 35.—“And he . . . prayed that, 
if it were possible, the hour might pass 
from him.” The “hour” is explained in 
verse 41, and referred to in John 12:27 
The meaning must be the same as “take 
away this cup” (v. 36). 

Verse 36.—“Abba, Father, all things 
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are possible unto thee . . . nevertheless 
not what I will, but what thou wilt.” 
The appeal to the Father’s omnipotence 
is coupled with submission to the 
Father’s will. That submission never 
wavered, despite the agonized horror 
which gripped His soul in face of the 
Cross. This is strong evidence that it 
was not possible for redemption to be 
wrought apart from the sacrifice of 
Christ. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

This is a chapter of extremes. Love 
and hate appear in sharp contrast. The 
supper in Bethany was the scene of the 
beautifully extravagant expression of 
Mary’s grateful love for the Lord, but 
it was met with the heartless criticism 
of one whose covetous spirit rebelled 
against such abandonment of devotion. 
Thereafter we see Judas following out 
his nefarious design, and we shrink from 
the unholy glee with which the religious 
leaders welcomed his proposals (v. 11). 

The upper room scene breathes our 
Lord’s love for His own, even when He 
is rebuking their shortcomings and pre- 
dicting their failures. John 13, to 17 
should be read in this regard. The wash- 
ing of the disciples’ feet is specifically 
linked with His love to the uttermost, 
while the institution of the Supper was 
the forging of a new love-link that would 
bind His people to Himself and to each 
other “till he come.” Then the pulse 
of love throbs throughout the wonderful 
discourse and the “high priestly prayer,” 
as the seventeenth chapter of John has 
been called. 

What about Gethsemane? Here is love 
hungry for comradeship in the fiery or- 
deal, and the same love tenderly excus- 
ing the failure of His friends. Here is 
love for the Father and the Father’s will, 
rising triumphant over all shrinking 
from the bitter cup and the deep bap- 
tism of the Cross; yes, and love for His 
own, whom He came to redeem with His 
blood. 

The love towers away above the hate, 
till we lose sight of the hate in contem- 
plation of the “love so amazing, so di- 
vine.” So the heart of this lesson is “the 
love of Christ, which passeth knowl- 
edge.” Have ye a cruse of precious 
ointment to pour upon His lovely head?

also from all ordinary meals. Originally 
this name was applied to the agape, or 
love-feast (Jude 12, R.V.), but passed 
over to the ordinance itself as the love- 
feast fell into disuse. The name “Eu- 
charist” comes from the giving of thanks 
for the bread and the cup (Gr., euchar- 
isteo). The Communion, or Holy Com- 
munion, is derived from Paul’s state- 
ment in 1 Corinthians 10:16. This is the 
most common name in nonconformist 
circles. The Plymouth Brethren use the 
name “Breaking of Bread” after Acts 
2:46. This is really a figure of speech 
in which the part is put for the whole. 
These are the most usual names of our 
sacred feast. 

Meaning of the Ordinance, First of 
all it is a memorial, “This do in remem- 
brance of me” (1 Cor, 11:24, 25). We 
remember our Lord in His greatest min- 
istry, giving Himself a ransom for us. 
Then the very nature of it makes the 
ordinance a proclamation (1 Cor, 11:26, 
where the word “shew” means “to pro- 
claim publicly, publish”). It is a sym- 
bolic presentation of the sufferings of 
Christ, even to the shedding of His blood 
for us. Again it is a communion (1 Cor. 
10:16), which means a partaking in com- 
mon with someone else. We are made 
partakers together of the body and blood 
of Christ, so that we are “one with the 
Lord and one with one another.” Finally 
it is a feast of anticipation, for it is “till 
he come” (1 Cor. 11:26). We look for- 
ward to “the marriage supper of the 
Lamb” (Rev. 19:9).

The Gethsemane Struggle. Some affirm 
that the “cup” from which our Lord 
asked release was the pressure of the 
hour, lest it should kill Him before He 
could reach the cross, and so the whole 
plan of God be frustrated. I appreciate 
the difficulty which this tries to avoid, 
but it creates other difficulties just as 
great. I see no reason for rejecting the 
age-old interpretation that as the Cross, 
with all its dread implications, bore in 
on Him, it shook Him to the depths, till 
“his sweat was as it were great drops 
of blood,” and He uttered His plea for 
release, “if it were possible.” But notice 
that the will to obey did not stagger 
for a moment. That phrase, “if it were 
possible,” with Heaven’s negative an- 
swer, should teach us once and for all 
that the death of Christ in an act of 
Sin-bearing was not one of several poés- 
sible ways of salvation, not even the best 
of such possibilities, but the only way; 
and if some say that many of Christ's 
followers have faced death more calmly 
and heroically than He did, we can an- 
swer that none of His followers died His 
death, bearing a world’s sin and endur- 
ing all its curse. I do not understand 
all the mystery of Gethsemane’s strug- 
gle. I only bow and worship.

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formed that “as often as ye eat this 
bread, and drink this cup, ye do show 
the Lord’s death till he come” (1 Cor. 
11: 23-26). Hence it is clear that the 
Lord intends that the Supper be ob- 
served until His second advent. 

“And began to be sore amazed. and 
to be very heavy” (Mark 14:33).— 
Couple with this His statement in the 
following verse, “My soul is exceeding 
sorrowful unto death,” and you have 
another manifestation of the precious 
fact that Jesus Christ was perfect man 
as well as very God. He possessed a 
personal spirit as well as the Holy Spirit, 

In Gethsemane He anticipates Calvary. 
He knew that on the cross all the indig- 
nation and horror that was in God 
against evil would be poured out upon 
Him without the slightest mitigation. He 
knew that the whole unbroken and un- 
sparing judgment of God against sin 
awaited Him at the cross. If He had not 
been “sore amazed” and “exceeding sor- 
rowful,” we say reverently He would not 
have been a perfect man. It would have 
been hard indifference if He had not felt 
as He did. Now we know it was love 
and perfection. The poet beautifully ex- 
pressed it when he said: 

‘Twas love that sought Gethsemane, 

Or Judas ne’er had found Thee; 
"Twas love that nailed Thee to the tree, 
Or iron ne’er had bound Thee. 

“Nevertheless not what I will, but 
what thou wilt” (Mark 14:36).—Being 
a perfect man, He had a will and could 
say, “My will,” and consistently He 
could pray “that if it were possible, the 
hour might pass from him.” But there 
was no clash of wills. His will was in 
perfect subjection to the Father’s will. 

The fact that there was no other right- 
eous way for redemption to be provided 
for sinful man, but by the Lord’s death 
upon Calvary, should put an end to all 
idle talk about man’s being able to save 
himself by his good works. There is 
no other way (John 14:6); no other name 
(Acts 4:12); no other foundation (1 Cor. 
3:11). 

A believer who was suffering great 
bodily affliction was asked if he could 
see any particular reason why he was 
visited with this affliction. “No,” he re- 
plied, “but I am as well satisfied as if 
I could see ten thousand; God's will is 
the very perfection of all reasons.”

Say, Fellows,— 
Wade C. Smith’s Boys’ Class 


AY, fellows, this lesson has to do 

with the Communion ,service, some- 
times called the celebration of the Lord’s 
Supper. I wish I could help you to 
know that it is a very important thing 
in a boy’s life—in any Christian life, 
for that matter. You may depend upon 
it that the Lord, in His infinite wisdom, 
would not have set up that feast unless 
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it had been of vital importance to His 
followers trying to live by the princi- 
ples which He had taught. Five chap- 
ters in John’s Gospel (13 to 17) are 
taken up with a description of this event, 
including the words which were spoken 
by our Lord and His wonderful prayer 
(chap. 17) at the close. I wish you 
would take the time to get off by yourself 
and read those five chapters, slowly and 
carefully; they are full of nourishment 
for your soul, 

It was at the feast of the Passover 
that Jesus instituted the memorial 
called the Lord’s Supper. When He 
broke the bread, which was a symbol 
of His broken body upon the cross, and 
poured the wine, which was a symbol 
of His shed blood upon the cross, He 
said: “This do . . . in remembrance 
of me. For as often as ye eat this 
oread, and drink this cup, ye do shew 
the Lord’s death till he come” (1 Cor. 
11:25, 26). Our Lord wanted to be re- 
membered, That was natural; and bear 
in mind He had a human nature as well 
as deity. We like to be remembered, 
too. We do not like to be forgotten. 
Recently I had a letter from a man in 
a distant state recalling an incident in 
which we had been associated thirty- 
seven years ago. It pleased me greatly; 
I had not seen him since, nor had any 
communication with him. That’s a long 
time to remember an ordinary person. 
But this is no less than the Lord Jesus 
Christ wants us to remember Him! And 
while I am confident that He takes satis- 
faction in our remembrance of Him and 
that which He did for us on Calvary, 
yet I am also confident that it is for 
your sake and mine that He wants us 
to remember Him. Forgetting Him is 
just about the worst mistake we could 
make; remembering Him can be the ful- 
fillment of every possible joy imaginable, 

Remembering Jesus and what He has 
said has a definitely restraining effect. 
It stopped Simon Peter cold in his tracks 
as with cursing he was denying Jesus, 
the best friend he ever had. “And Peter 
remembered the word of Jesus. ... And 
he went out, and wept bitterly” (Matt. 
26:74, 75). From that moment Simon 
was a different man, and became one 
of the most fearless and courageous wit- 
nesses for his Master. 

It is a sign of progress when it makes 
us weep to remember Jesus. It washes 
the dirty old sins out and starts us again 
with a clean page. David in his peni- 
tence cried out, “Restore unto me the 
joy of thy salvation; and uphold me with 
thy free spirit” (Psa, 51:12). And again 
he said, “My soul shall be satisfied ... 
and my mouth shall praise thee with 
joyful lips: when I remember thee upon 
my bed, and meditate upon thee in the 
night watches” (Psa, 63:5, 6). Yes, it 
pays well to remember the Lord. It not 
only has a restraining effect, but it also 
has a constraining effect. 

One of the outstanding object lessons 
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Lesson for March 18 


of that Thursday night supper was when 
the Lord girded Himself with a towel 
and, with a basin of water, washed the 
disciples’ feet. Then He said, “If I then, 
your Lord and Master, have washed your 
feet; ye also ought to wash one another's 
feet” (John 13:14). There are more ways 
of washing feet than with water. Our 
Lord was teaching us to humble our- 
selves before each other. It is humiliat- 
ing to ask forgiveness, to say, “I’m 
sorry.” I've seen times when I would 
far rather wash the feet of one than to 
confess I was wrong and tell him I was 
sorry. It is not easy to render a humble 
service to one whom you feel is your 
inferior — rightly or wrongly (most apt 
to be wrongly!). Next time we are in- 
clined to consider someone below our 
level because of something he did or 
said, let's remember Jesus washed His 
disciples’ feet. Next time we think of 
someone as too great a sinner to be 
saved, let's remember that Jesus died on 
Calvary’s that poor fellow

selves and feel that there is no use to 
keep trying, remember that Jesus died, 
was buried, and rose again that we 
might not only be saved, but through His 
resurrection power we can still go in

Now read together Mark 14:22-31, 
watching for references to the coming 
death of Christ.

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fire. While he was sitting there, the 
chief priests and scribes tried to get 
sufficient evidence against Jesus so that 
they could put Him to death, but they 
could find nothing. Many tried to wit- 
ness against Him, but their stories did 
not agree and were shown to be false. 

The high priest asked Jesus what He 
had to say to all this, but He answered 
nothing. Finally He was asked, “Art 
thou the Christ?” 

Jesus said, “I am.” Then they all said 
He was guilty of death. Some of them 
spit on Him and even the servants struck 
Him in the face. Although He is con- 
victed of no crime, they have condemned 
Him to death—Jo Anne, a Jerusalem re- 
porter.

Topic and Scripture: 


OR this lesson, pictures of the Lord’s 

Supper (Mark 14:13-17, 22, 23) and 
the Garden of Gethsemane (vs, 32-36) 
are needed. You may also secure a pic- 
ture of a Communion set from a church 
supply catalog for use under “Jesus sees 
us.” 

Sh-h! We are going to watch the 
Lord today during some of the most 
sacred moments of His life. Remember- 
ing how He expected the house of God 
to be quietly reverent for prayer (last 
lesson), we must be very quiet and rev- 
erent today, for we shall see. Him at 
prayer. 

First, we see Him gathered with His 
friends in an upstairs room. It is a 
solemn but joyful holy day for the Jews. 
It recalls the time when the blood of 
a lamb, placed over a door, saved the 
life of the oldest child while the pun- 
ishing angel killed the oldest child in 
every family which did not believe and 
have the blood. The Lord Jesus knew 
—but none of His friends—that in a 
few more hours He would be the real 
Lamb of God, killed on the cross, and 
His blood would save from everlasting 
death all those who believed. As they 
ate the Passover lamb at supper that 
night, the Lord took some of the bread, 
prayed, and broke the bread into pieces. 
“Take, eat,” He said, “this is my body.” 
Then He took the cup filled with grape 
juice, prayed, and gave that to them to 
drink. “This is my blood . . . which is 
shed for many.” Soon His body would 
be hurt with many cruelties; soon His 
blood would be streaked across the in- 
jured body—for them. “Do this in 
memory of Me,” He asked (Luke 22:19), 

You remember how dangerous it had 
become in the city for the Lord Jesus, 
because there were those hoping to kill 
Him. Even one of His supposed friends, 
Judas, was in a plot with them. The very 
place for supper had to be kept a secret. 
Listen while Mark tells you how cleverly 
the Lord Jesus planned it all (chap. 14: 
13-17). Now watch while the Lord Jesus 
pictures so solemnly His death for them 
(vs. 22-24). 

That death was not easy for the Lord 
Jesus. Watch Him, with reverent eyes, 
as He goes to pray about it—to talk it 
over with His Heavenly Father. They 
leave the supper room and walk out 
to an olive garden on the hillside. His 
three closest friends He takes inside, 
Then, going a bit farther, He prays very 
earnestly that it might not have to hap- 
pen. But He adds, “Not what I want, 
but what You want.” Think of it— 
if God wanted Him to suffer so and die, 
He would! When He wanted His 
friends’ company and sympathy, what 
do you think! They were asleep! 
They had better be praying, too, or they

And now comes the lit- 
tle army of men to capture Him — Judas 
leading! Listen while Mark tells of that

a, IT is possible, have a picture of the 
Last Supper to show your class. To 
put on the map, a small picture of Christ 
in the Garden of Gethsemane would do 
nicely. This is one of the saddest les- 
sons in the whole Book, and little chil- 
dren do not understand it because it is 
beyond their level of knowledge. Thank 
God that a child cannot know the depths 
of woe the adult has to face. But they 
can get a little sense of the sadness by 
bringing to their minds how sad they 
felt when Mother or Daddy went away 
and they were left behind with some 
friend or relative. Some children can 
think how they felt when their Daddy 
had to go into the army. 

That night as the disciples prepared 
for that supper, they were thinking of 
what Jesus had been telling them on 
that long walk down from Galilee, that 
He was going to die at Jerusalem. They 
seemed not to be able to understand 
about His rising again on the third day. 
All they knew was that this Lord Jesus 
with whom they had lived and traveled 
for three wonderful years was going to 
be killed by the Jewish rulers. 

The Lord Jesus Christ sent two dis- 
ciples with directions just where to find 
the man who would let them have his 
upper room for the supper. Have you 
noticed, as we have studied, how care- 
fully the Lord planned for His disciples? 
You remember in last Sunday’s lesson 
how He told them exactly where to find 
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the colt of an ass for Him to ride. Sev- 
eral times He told the disciples just 
where to let down their nets to catch 
a good haul of fish. He cared about 
the little things of life, and He does 
today. That is why we can pray to the 
Lord to help us in everything of our 
everyday lives. He cares about your les- 
sons at school. He cares about all that 
you do. Isn’t that wonderful? But it 
is solemn, too, for He knows and is 
grieved when we do wrong things. 

All twelve disciples sat down to eat 
with Jesus, for He said, “Verily I say 
unto you, One of you which eateth with 
me shall betray me.” Those who loved 
Him were distressed, and began saying, 
 & ey 

Then Jesus told them it was one of 
the Twelve, the one who would dip in 
the dish with Him. Matthew tells us 
that even Judas asked, “Is it I?” 

After the Lord Jesus had said quite 
plainly that it was Judas, that disciple 
got up and went out, and still the other 
disciples had no idea what Judas was 
going to do. We wonder how Judas 
could have been with Jesus three years 
and not loved Him, but the Bible tells 
us Satan entered into him. He went 
out and planned to betray Jesus into the 
hands of a mob led by the Jewish 
leaders. 

But after Judas left that table, the 
Lord Jesus talked with the disciples, and 
gave them that service we call the Com- 
munion service or the Lord’s Supper, in 
our churches. He told them to keep on 
having that service until He came back 
again from Heaven, and so we still have 
that solemn service in our churches, 

Jesus spoke marvelous words that 
night at the table and as they walked 
out to the Garden of Gethsemane, where 
He went to pray. He left the disciples 
to watch while He went farther and 
prayed, but the disciples went to sleep. 
Again’ we wonder how they could have 
done that. It seems as if they would 
have been so worried about the Lord’s 
leaving them that they couldn’t have 
slept for anxiety. But it seems as if 
they didn’t understand what was hap- 
pening. 

After the Lord had prayed, sweating 
drops of blood in His agony, He came 
and told them to arise, that the one who 
would betray Him was at hand; and even 
as He spoke, Judas returned with his 
mob, and came up to Jesus and said, 
“Master,” and kissed Him. That was the 
sign he and the Jews had agreed upon. 
They took Jesus and led Him away to 
be tried unfairly and crucified. 

But, children, the thing for us to re- 
member is that the Lord Jesus Christ 
set His face as a flint to go to the cross 
in order to save sinners. He died for 
our sin, yours and mine, that we might 
have eternal life. How we should love 
Him! Have you accepted that sacrifice? 
Do you believe on Him, and take Him 
for your Saviour? Just think, if He had

8), many symbols are 
mentioned. 

When Protestants celebrate the Lord’s 
Supper, or, as we sometimes say, 
“take Communion,” they use two sym- 
bols designated by the Lord Jesus 
Himself as representing His body and 
blood, broken and shed for the remis- 
sion of their sins. And the Scripture 
portions assigned for this week’s topic 
call our attention to the events that to 
most Christians are symbolized by a 
cross. It stands for the Lord’s suffering 
and death for the sins of the world and, 
in the light of Galatians 2:20, also for 
the believer’s death to sin and ‘self. 


ee 

While, rightly used, Christian symbols 
have their place and purpose, we must 
not fail to recognize that they may be 
sadly misused. It is possible to fail to 
remember that the symbol is only a re- 
minder of the thing or idea for which it 
stands. It is possible to transfer to the sym- 
bol the worship, or praise, or credit that 
belongs to the original. Thus we find, 
especially in the Roman Catholic Church, 
worshipers bowing to a crucifix, or wor- 
shiping the sacrament. Even some Prot- 
estants get the idea sometimes that there 
is some virtue, or perhaps protection 
from danger, in the wearing of a cross. 

True believers, on the other hand, will 
see behind the outward, physical symbol 
of the cross the infinite love and sacri- 
fice of the Son of God. To them the 
cross is “the power of God” not because 
of its peculiar shape or substance. Even 
the original cross of Calvary, were it 
possible to produce it today, would have 
no virtue in itself. The cross is the 
power of God only because of what hap- 
pened there to redeem you and me from 
sin, and to the Lord Jesus Himself must 
be ascribed all the power and glory and 
honor. 

Wearing a reproduction of the cross 
produces no virtue in us. Only as we, 
by faith, let Christ make real in our 
lives His crucifixion life and then walk 
with Him in newness of life, can we 
know the real blessing of the cross.

A Day of Prayer in 
Bible Institutes and Colleges 


ARCH 13 has been designated as a 

day of prayer in a_ resolution 
passed on January 23 by the members 
of the Southeastern Regional Confer- 
ence of the North American Association 
of Bible Institutes and Bible Colleges in 
session at Atlanta. It was resolved that

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lage well, cook their rice, wash their 
few clothes, and do so many, many other 
things that she never had time to play. 

Often when Laki returned home, she 
was tired, and full of aches from stand- 
ing for hours, with bent back, in the 
chilly water half way up to her knees, 
while transplunting the young rice stalks 
in the marshy fields.

Then it was that the hungry-hearted 
child learned the word love, and began 
to understand what love is. “What a 
beautiful God this Jesus God is,” she 
thought, And, though she did not -under- 
stand much of what Miss Mary was talk- 
ing about, she liked that little so much 
that she stayed on and on, forgetting 
that she ought to be home and cooking 
the evening meal of rice. When, all at 
once, she remembered, away she hur- 
ried as fast as her little brown feet could 
go.

Again it was Sunday, and again the 
little girl, hidden behind the prctecting 
banyan tree, listened, but now she was 
careful to be home on time. This she 
did every Sunday, but, for fear of an- 
other whipping with that smarting 
switch, she did not tell her mother. And 
all this time, Laki was wondering at 
the change in her daughter. No, she 
did not know that the gentle, loving 
Saviour, of whom Sarla had been hear- 
ing every Sunday, had won her little 
girl’s heart, so that now she was obe- 
dient and happy. 

Then one night, after Sarla was asleep, 
her mother picked up a Sunday school

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away in her clothing. Slowly she read 
the verse below the picture: “Suffer 
the little children to come unto me, and 
forbid them not” (Mark 10:14). As she

Then she thought of how her father 
made her leave school, and, while she 
was still only a child, forced her to 
marry the ugly old Hindu, who became 
Sarla’s father.

“suitable and satisfactory” hermeneutical 
manual that American orthodoxy has 
produced within at least a quarter-cen- 
tury. Based upon a course of lectures 
given in the Bible Institute and the Bible 
Theological Seminary of Los Angeles, 
this detailed treatment of exegetical 
principles is marked by thorough know]- 
edge, a candid facing of difficulties, a 
temperate discussion of conflicting view- 
points, and a most illuminating explana- 
tion and defense of what is commonly 
referred to as the literal interpretation 
of Scripture (cf. particularly pp. 64, 65, 
172). How refreshing it is to find a pre- 
millenarian who ventures to criticize the 
exaggerated typology all too prevalent 
in some circles, and who even pleads for 
a more objective appraisal of amillen- 
nialism! This is assuredly a book to 
buy. But it is not a book to read —no, 
this is a book to study! Few things will 
do more to clarify one’s understanding 
of the Bible than a mastery of the prin- 
ciples which, in these nine chapters, Dr.

book of only sixty pages brings coun- 
sel and comfort, as well as_ practical 
advice, to those (past sixty), who are 
growing or have grown old. Its eight 


chapters each present some phase of old 
age under such chapter titles as: “The 
Grandeur of Old Age,” “Perils of Old 
Age,” “Limitations of Old Age,” “Lone- 
liness of Old Age,” and the like. The 
Christian Gospel of grace and salvation, 
which is only in Christ Jesus, is well 
presented under the theme of “Regrets 
of Old Age,” because there are many 
today who have passed the meridian of 
life and have spiritual regrets because 
they do not know the Lord Jesus as a 
loving and living Saviour. 

In the chapter, “Joys of Old Age,” the 
readers is told how to keep the mind 
young: “The most important thing is 
to cultivate a cheerful spirit, never al- 
low pessimism to gain the upper hand 
Make up your mind to maintain a 
buoyant outlook on life. Hang on 
to your sense of humor with both hands.”

Kay For- 
estar, who had inherited the Diamond D 
Ranch from her parents, and Kim Jen- 
sen, a young horse rancher, were part- 
ners owning and operating some of the 
finest horse ranches in all that part of 
the country. Now they were faced with 
a real problem. Black Raider, wild mus- 
tang stallion, who roamed the uplands 
just north of the Grand Canyon, had 
been leading off bands of the finest 
mares, prized possessions of ranchers 
for many miles around. How could he 
be stopped? Kay and Kim, accom- 
panied by Natachee, an Indian girl com- 
panion, and White Chief, a wrinkled old 
Indian, Kay’s self-appointed guardian, 


set out to track down the black ma- 
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rauder of the range. When their plans 
had been laid, they cal'ed for the help 
of six Diamond D cowboys and the ex- 
pert advice of Lone Eagle, who knew 
the habits and haunts of the mustangs 
better than anyone else. Thrilling be- 
yond description was the wild horse 
drive, involving an all-night vigil to 
prevent a stampede. Thus some three 
thousand superb animals were rounded 
up. The escape of Silver Star, Kay’s 
beautiful mustang, his return to the wild, 
and his savage battle with Black Raider 
for the supremacy of the range ends this 
fascinating story for boys and adventure- 
loving girls. Kay and Kim are Chris- 
tian young pecple, who constantly seek 
God’s help in all their problems, and 
are therefore good examples to boys 
and girls, who sometimes forget that 
real heroes are those who depend upon 
One stronger than themselves. 


Jungle Doctor on Safari. Jungle Doc- 
tor Series No. 2. By Paul White. (The 
Paternoster Press, Ludgate House, Lon- 
don, E. C. 4; 3/6.) Should the second 
volume of this delightful series, written 
by a missionary doctor, be condensed 
into a running outline, it would move 
forward something like this: 

“Herd of ‘cows,’ whose milk was so 
desperately needed for hospital children, 
turned out to be ‘cow husbands.’” Dis- 
pensed in one day ten gallons of medi- 
cine, in six colors. Found lion prints 
in wi‘e’s flower bed. Saved three lives 
before breakfast— mother and_ twins. 
Stonped case of fits with ammonia 
whiffs. Car halted on trek by three 
giraffes. Made impromptu fuse from foil 
wrappings of a chocolate bar. Mended 
child’s arm broken six weeks ago—no 
X-ray. Learned that one of the cooks 
has leprosy. Used bent handles of des- 
sert spoons in emervency operation. Big 
answer to prayer, when petrol ran out 
sixtv miles in the bush. Patient came 
with “bricks inside’ —I removed a kid- 
ney stone the size of a golf ball. Cook 
used salad dressing in place of con- 
densed milk. When shooting five-foot 
cobra in garage, the bullet ricocheted 
and burst a petrol tin, setting the whole 
place afire, but sand proved a proper 
extinguisher, Bitten by tsetse fly. Pray- 
ing hard for a decent car — something 
better than this partly animated collec- 
tion of spare parts.” 

Here we meet again the hospital staff, 
Daudi, Samson, and James, who calls 
himself the “Ward Sister.” And once 
more we watch the ancient car pull itself 
into and out of rivers, through holes of 
red mud and around jungle animals, on 
errands of mercy to both body and soul. 


The Master. Reflections on the Glories 
of Christ. By Frederick A. Tatford, M.A., 
Litt.D., Ph.D, (Loizeaux Bros., Inc., New 
York 10: $1.50.) Here are one hundred 
pages of such easy reading, and of such 
a warm devotional spirit, that ministers 
and Bible teachers will profit by their 
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reading. There are sixteen chapters, 
such as: “The Silent Years,” “The 
Branch.” “The Saviour,” “The Teacher,” 
“The Sacrifice,” “The Rock,” “The All- 
Sufficient,” and the like. In the fore- 
word the author says that these chapters 
“are not intimately connected with each 
other, nor do they constitute a series 
of expositions: indeed exposition, medi- 
tation, and exhortation will be found 
strangely intermingled. They are sim- 
ply a collection of talks on different as- 
pects of the Lord Himself.” Perhaps 
it is their unexpected simplicity that 
gives them charm and literary appeal. 


What Happened Before. By Mignon 
Brandon Rimmer. (Research Science 
Bureau, 423 E. Sixth St., Duluth, Minn., 
75 cents.) What did happen in Rhoda’s 
life before she acted as doorkeeper at 
John Mark’s prayer meeting? Before 
sweet Miriam, daughter of Jairus, was 
brought back to her earth life? Before 
little Simon gave up his lunch when An- 
drew asked for it? And before kind 
young Joel, who lived at Nain, broke upa 
funeral procession? Drawing but little 
on her imagination, the author has placed 
the four delightful stories of these chil- 
dren in their own Bible settings, added 
simple backgrounds and explanatory 
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High-grade tracts printed on good paper. 
Mostly 4-page folders with front cover in 
colors. A tract that is not soon thrown 
away because it looks good and because 
the message, too, is well written. These 
tracts are different.

The Edge of Time. By Loula Grace 
Erdman. (Dodd, Mead & Co., New York 
16; $3.) Wade Cameron and Bethany his 
bride journeyed from Missouri to the 
Texas Panhandle and staked their claim 
far out on the seemingly limitless 
prairie, purposing to start a farm. How- 
ever, they soon learned that fences were 
an abomination in a cattle country and 
made the ranchers feel “crowded.” That 
was in 1885, when homesteaders were 
not welcomed. But Wade had courage 
and vision, and looked far into the future 
when the railroad would come, and 
towns and churches and schools would 
be built. Meanwhile, they saw a bliz- 
zard destroy their cattle and a drought 
ruin their crops, and after the drought 
the coming of a rain that caved in their 
dugout. They figured in a thrilling race 
with a prairie fire that swept the coun- 
try with destruction, and drove out their 
only neighbors. There is an appealing 
and unusual portrayal of the woman’s 
part in frontier life, as she gazes out on 
the lonely vastness and longs for the 
sight of another woman. Two typical 
cowboys come at irregular intervals with 
the mail and some news of the outside 
world. The visit of the good traveling 
preacher is an event of real magnitude, 
for then the few ranchers and settlers 
come from a radius of eighty miles for 
a single service. There are many widely 
different types of personality in the tale, 
all faithfully depicted with strength and 
beauty, and with deep feeling, expressed 
sometimes, unfortunately, in the misuse 
of God’s name. It is a story of magnifi- 
cent heroism and loyalty, and written 
with great skill and understanding,
